I wave in store for readers a delightful feast of fiction 
in tho shapo of a new serial story. Now, I know that 
directly anti-serial readers yet as far as this, they 
will give vent to a snort of dissatisfaction, and men- 
tally argue with themselves the truth of the siate- 
ment that a scrial story cou! {at any time be a feast 
of fiction. 

Those readers who make it a practice never te read 
serials, do so for one of three reasons : First, because 
they find difliculty in reviving their interest in the 
story as each week's instalment appears ; or secondly, 
because they are of so impatient a naturo that they 
feel annoyed, after finishing one instalment, because 
they cannot get the other instalment until seven days 
have elapsed. And, consequent!y, they prefer not to 
read serial stories at all. 

The third class of reader abstains from beginning 
a continued tale, because he or she does not tuke the 
paper regularly, and therefore. is apt to miss an 
instalment, and so finds somo difficulty in taking up 
the thread of tho story. 

Now, if you come under either of these heads, I 
should like you to take this opportunity of hearing 
the case against yourself. 

In the first place, the new seria! story which starts 
this week has been written in such a way that no 
difficulty whatever will be experienced in taking up 
the thread of the story from week to week. A com- 
prehensive summary will be published, and a list of 
the characters given; morcover, to very clearly im- 
press the characters on your mind, pictures of them 
will be published. 

So far as the second class of non-serial readers is 
concerned, their objection is overcome by the fact 
that each instalment contains so much incident that 
it serves as food for reflection su‘ticient to Jast until 
the next instalment appears. You go on from day 
to day wondering how the characters in the story are 
going to behave in the next instalment; but so 
cleverly is the story written that you go on wonder- 
ing, not in a restless, anxious manner, but calmly 
and thoughtfully. 

Tho difficulty which presents itself to the third 
class of anti-serial readers can easily be overcome 
by their ordering a copy of the paper to bo regularly 
supplied. Some readers imagine that they are com- 
mitting themselves to a certain amount of unknown 
expense when they order a copy of P. W. to be loft 
weekly at their houses. No greater mistake was ever 
made. Such an order is, of course, subject to a 
moment’s cancellation—if circumstances should arise 
which necessitate your removing your custom else- 
where. 

So, you seo, there is no justification for anyboly 
failing to read a seria! story. 

Finally, I would have a word to say to rezular 
serial readers regarding “ As a Max Sows.” 

This is unquestionably the finest and most power- 
ful story that has ever appeared in seria! form in any 
weekly periodical. The author has been busily 
engaged upon it for months past, and has produced 
a novel of intense dramatic interest. It is only neces- 
sary for you to read the first instalment in order to 
understand better than all I can say how really rich 
it is in moving incident and in human emotion.

She intended 
man to have the puro air, fool and exercise she has 
placed in his way, and if he does not avai! hiinself 
of them, he is deliberately thwarting Nature and 
must pay some penalty or ancther. When I say 
Nature prelestined you to something, I say that, 
assuming you to live under proper conditions of 
human life, you will ottain a certain develonmont 
which otherwise you will not gain.

He 
asks if there is any method by which events 
can be anticipated in this way.——---———It 
is not really so very wonderful, after all. Nearly 
every month an earthquake, of greater or lesser 
severity, occurs in some part of the world, and nearly 
every month a speech is made by a famous politician. 
Therefore, the remarks in the almanac which refer 
specially to February might with as great accuracy 
refer to any other month of the year. The compila- 
tion of an almanac giving forecasts of coming events 
neods only a little ingenuity and thought to correctly 
anticipate important events in every month of the 
year. 

Reasoy has uttered an awful thought. It is nothing 
less than an idea that the red tape or ribbon affected 
by “vaccinees” is unnecessary. He has been vacci- 
nated, and, during the entire process, though he 
walks in the most crowded thoroughfares, has found 
no one knocking against him.——-—-——If the 
truth must be told, Rrasoy, that red band is a bit 
silly. On the Stock Exchange, and other places 
where men most do congregate, there is certainly a 
danger of some hearty acquaintance coming and pri 
ping your arm, but in the ordinary passage of the 
streets nobody need have their arm jogged if they 
observe ordinary care with it. I believe many people 
adopt this out of a sheer desire to wear some kin of 
adornment, and some carry this to the absurd extent 
of wearing it with evening dress to theatres. While 
recognising that in many cases the band is necessary, 
in nine cases out of ten it is quite superfluous, and 
often a mere affectation. In the ordinary way you 
don't get your left arm knocked or gripped once in 
twelve months. 

J. F. 8. is alarmed at the prospect of Marconi’s wire- 
less waves affecting the atmosphere, when in full 
commercial use, and asks if they will be likely to 
produce storms and rain?—— -- --~—I do not think 
my correspondent need be alarmed. The currents 
caused by Marconi’s instraments will be almost im- 
perceptibly slight, and, therefore, could not produce 
any atmospheric effect. At the same time, I am 
quite prepared to sce that the development cf the 
system will bring in its train many strange pheno- 
mena, as yet unsus nected. Liectricity is such a won- 
derful thing, and has always some new surprise in 
store. In the course of its journey from transmitter 
to receiver, it is quite possible that a Marconi wave 
will have strange adventures, and will reveal “ con- 
ductors” in unexpected objects. But that is purely 
speculative. It is to be hoped the object in question 
will not be a scarf pin or walking-stick, as it would 
be exceedingly unpleasant when walking along the 
street to find those articles suddenly vibrating. One 
result would, at any rate, be to compel purchasers 
to buy things “ guaranteed wave-proof.”
